[CONELICTING EVIDENCE 
IN THE POLICE INQUIRY 


Women of the Red Light . District 
eny That They Had Been Given 
Warning of an Intended Raid— 
Griffith Gives Evidence in De- 
fence. 


The committee of inquiry into the 
charges made against Sergeant Detec- 
tiv. Griffith by Chief of Police Major 
Soile was in session ail Saturday 
afternuon and evening end again tis 
forenoon At noon an adjournment 
was made till 2.40,.ad the hearing will 
likely be completed this afternoon. 

On Saturday night tne case for the 
prosecution was closed and the evi- 
dence for the defence begun. ‘The evir 
dence brought out by th® prosecution 
was mostiy in corroboration of what 
was given on Friday night,. while the 
deience’s witnesses flatly contradicted 
the principal incriniinating statements 
with reterence to the  acoused. 
Griffith was on the stand most of this 
jorenoon, and in his evidence and ‘n 
crosé-examination made out a good 
defence. Following is the evidence 
taken in brief: 

.This Forenoon's Evidence. 

Charles Sally, whose name has 
figured prominently in this case, testi- 
fied that he was dive years in bdmon- 
ton and stayed at the Grand Central. 
He denied in toto, as far as he knew, 
the story as set cut inthe evidente 
of Dorothy Dodd as to Griffith coming 
into the hotel last April and, after con- 
versation with him, warning the awo- 
man that a raid was to be made on 
the north end, He had at one time 
coe@essed a note for Griffith, but this 
money was afterwards paid, 

Detective Griffith was next called 
and said Rhe-had lived in Edmonton 
cn and off for twenty years. He was 
in the R.NAV LP, for five years and 
ofterwards detective on the city police 
force, having been first engaged to 
clear up the Houde-Wood murder 
case. He went over aenuiiber of the 
ases that he bad worked upon, and 
upon which he had been, “Successful 
With reterence ta tha-rumors in con- 
nection with the St. dames Hotel. the 
Castle “Hotel and the Cecil Hotel, 
where it was alleged he had. stayed 
over. night with immoral women, he 
positively swore that they were entire- 
iy false Speaking of the speeiic 
charge, le positively denied that he 
had given Dorothy Drake gny  t- 
t®@mation with reference to an in 
tended raid on houses of ill-fame, for 
the reasons that he had no knowledge 
of raids in which he was not concern 
ed) ‘mself, and because no raids were 
made for liquor in’ the north end 
fiouses. He-denied having made any 
of the statements to Dorothy Drake ne 
sot out in her affidavit. He had never 
given any person ititimation of —in- 
tended raids. When he had slept 
away from home he had always noti- 
tied the sergeant on duty, in order 
that he might be found if wanted: He 
received no money from any of the 
rouses of ill fame or any person ane 
‘prested in such houses at any time.

WHAT DOES BORDEN THINK OF THIS? 


(Montrea) Star, Conservative.) 


“Tt ia useless for Mr, Borden to go ahead with his denunciations of 
‘graft’ and ignore the charges that are made against his lieutenants, The 
Toronto Globe haa been digging in the evidence given before the insuranee 
commission with a view—apparently—to getting some material with which 
to reply to Pramier Roblin. Roblin has been talking Crow's Nest Pass; and 
so the Globe retorts by talking Swan River. The Swan River story, as the 
Globe reminds us, was about the purchase from the Canadian Northern 
tailway of some ten thousand acres of land in the Swan River country for 
Premier Roblin and another by a Winnipeg lawyer. Subsequetly Mr. Roblin 
bought out the other man and was the sale owner, But, these lands were 
purchased by and held in the name of the Winnipeg lawyer, Mr. H, W. 
Whitla, Mr, Rablin apparently did not want to appear in the matter at all; 
and this is not surprising when it is remembered how constantly the Can- 
adiar' Northern people were before Mr. Roblin’s government and. iegisiature 
for favors. 

“But there is another part of the story which should be of evert mare 
interest to Mr. Borden than the secret. negotiatians of Premier Roblin—though 
that gentleman was recently hia ally on the platform and did pot hesitate 
to use language before a Brockville audience which must bave largely nen- 
tralized any effect his previous utterances had had, This other part of the 
story introduces the figure of Mr. Foster. The Globe tells us that in 1903 
these landa were sold to the Union Trust company at $5.25 an acre—Premiec 
Roblin had paid $3.10 an acre—and that Mr. Foster received a personal com- 
mission of twenty-five cents an acre for making the purchase, It further 
adds that the records ehow that a cheque of the Union Trust éompany waa 
paid shortly after to Hon. George E.Foster for $2,480 which would be exactly 
twenty-five cente on sere ior the amount of land purchased. fio here we 
have the manager of the Trust company, which pufchased the land, accept- 
ing a commission to make the purchase. 

“Now what does Mr. Borden think of that transaction? The manager of 
a Trust company should surely think only of the interests of his company, 
and of the oafety of the “trust funds” which it handles, when he negotiates 
a purchase on its behalf. He is bound to get the st bargain he can for the 
men who trust him, sid wie pay him presumadly an adequate salary to look 
after their ‘business. In this case, he was really acting for the Foresters 
and the funds he was investing were largely maneys upon which the wives 
and children of the Foresters were depending for their security from want 
if their natural protector should be taken from them. 

“Yet Mr. Foster is accused of taking a personal commission of $2,480 for 
investing these ‘trust funds’ in a particular place. Now how did Mr, Faster 
earn that commission? Why was it paid him? If he would have selected 
these western lands as the best possible otace for the investment of his 
‘trust funds’ in any event, who was fool enough to give him 62,480 for doing 
what he would have done in any case? And if he would not have invested 
these funds there otherwise, but was induced to do ao by an offer of a per- 
sonal commission, how does Mr. Borden regard this treatment of a sacred 
trust? These ate the questions for Mr, Rorden to consider; for the impree- 
sion exists that, in the event of his winning the elections, he proposes to 
make Mr. Foster Finance Minister of the Dominion of Canada. 

“As finance minister, Mr. Foster would occupy a position of trust of far 
greater importance than he held as manager of the Union Trust company. 
Now Mr, Foster argues that his conduct in the latter position was entirely 
proper. He has not told us that he erred when he accepted these commis- 
sions, and when he profited persong'iy by the speculative investment, of hie 
‘trust funds’ in the Fowler-Lefurgey enterprise. It is not only legitimate 
therefore but no more than prudent to inquire whether he intends to apply 
these same principles to the handling of the Dominion finances. Will he 
take a personal commissicn for floating a federal loan, for example If he 
wil] not, why will he refrain from doing what he did in this other case; and 
fur which he hag not asked public forgiveness?"

side to side. Twenty men are em- 
ployed on the task, and the work 
was conducted expeditiously at night 
under the glinmmering light of the 
moon and the glare of gasoline lamps. 

The city, through the  instrument- 
ality of Mayor McDougall, has made 
all the necessary arrangements for the 
iayine of the rails acroas the bridge. 
Both the C.N.R. and the Dominion 
gxoveraiuent have given their approval, 
aid the only other requisite is to file 
plans* with the Railway Commission 
to get permission to operate the line 
after the laying of the rails has been 
completed. 

A wise provision has been to lay the 
rails along the west side of the bridge. 
in order that teams mmy cross the 
biidge at the same time as the tram- 
cors. The left hand rail comes about 
the middle of the BE. Y. & P. track. 


BIBLE SOCIETY WORK.
